Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reason is that the prior art does not show a quick release base and bracket 
having a base with an upper surface and side walls extending downwardly therefrom 
defining a hollow cavity and a step locking process having an upper portion with a first 
recessed width and a lower portion with a second recessed width wherein the upper 
locking recessed width is smaller than the lower locking recessed width, and a plurality 
of projections disposed n the hollow cavity having a locking shoulder thereon each of 
which has a characteristic locking shoulder width, a mounting bracket having a means 
for securing to the countertop and a raised central locking surface provided with a 
moveable tongue, the tongue being provided with a step outer profile defining an outer 
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width wliicli is less tlian or equal to the upper recessed width of the base and a locking 
width which is grater than the upper recess width of the base, the locking surface being 
further provided with a plurality of locking slots with open portions having widths at least 
as great as the corresponding characteristic widths of the locking shoulders of the 
locking projections of the base.
